Chicago 
Railway Officials Making 
Canoe Trip Down the Rock. 
Geo. A. Cullen, general western 
passenger agent for the Lackawana 
railway , and Frank G. Gardner, at­ 
torney for the Chicago Title 
and 
Trust company , are on a canoe cruise 
down Rock riv er from By ron to Pro- 
phetstown and reached Dix on this 
morning. While in the city they were 
the guests of Mr. and Mrs. T. W. 
Fuller. This afternoon they left for 
Sterling. 
Tbe are charmed with the beauty 
of Rock riv er scenery and say that if 
Chicago people knew what a beauty 
spot was so near them this v alley 
would be thronged with campers ev ery 
summer. 
Tbe tourists spent last 
night at Grand Detour and sav they 
nev er saw such a quaint and delight 
fui place before 


Fi-e United States gov ernment sur­ 
v ey ors are making a slow, toilsome 
journey down Rock riv er from tbe 
state line at Beloit for the purpose of 
determining 
whether or 
not the 
stream can be made nav igable by tbe 
use of canals and locks in the modern 
sty le that is being constructed in 
many places in tbe country . 
The 
men refuse 
to discuss their work 
further than to say that they are 
making a complete map of the stream 
with the necessary surroundings and 
that the object of tbe department is 
to determine if the riv er can be made 
nav igable. 
These men started from the state 
line in Beloit fiv e weeks ago. 
They 
hav e been working continuously since, 
but their progress is v ery slow. There 
are day s wben they make only a few 
rods’ distance. They hav e two boats 
and hire others as they go along. 
They hav e already reached Ho no ne* 
gall park and will be there all this 
week, working down stream and re­ 
turn to Beloit each night. 
The men 
attend strictly to their work and hav e 
little to say . They wear badges bear­ 
ing the inscription “ U. S. Surv ey ing 
Corps” , and two them do nothing but 
make drawings. 
To one of the men from whom they 
hired a boat, one of the engineers said 
that he believ ed that the stream 
could be recommended as nav igable. 
There will hav e to be sev eral short 
canais cut through and around a num­ 
ber of rapids and locks will hav e to be 
established at tbe dams along the 
stream. The work depends altogeth­ 
er upon the recommendation of these 
engineers and If they report that the 
stream can be opened to v essels, it 
will be (done regardless of the interest 
Lb&t might ooDtlict. The department 
utv er auowo priv ate 
interests 
to 
interfere with worn that opens cnan- 
neis of nav igation. 
The making of Rock riy er into a 
nav igable stream would be a great 
thing for Dix on and all the towns 
along the riv er. It means much with 
regard to shipping rates and business 
generally as well as to pleasure seek­ 
ers. 
Boats would do a wonderful 
business up the “ beautiful Rock” and 
doubtless Ho-no-ne-gah park would 
become one of the most famous pleas­ 
ure resorts in the middle west, 
One guide with a boat who worked 
with the engineers say s that 
they 
hav e made 
allowance 
for sev eral 
canals along the stream to open the 
necessary depth to the state line. 
This is what Congr essman Hitt has 
has long labored to secure in congress. 
The people are with him and they 
are all v ery much ex cited ov er the 
work of these engineers.

Should the sailors of 
Kruger’s ships join the mutineers 
the 
government would have to face open 
revolution, which would spread like 
wildfire to other towns in the Black 
sea littoral. 
The news of the mutiny coming just 
at this time when Poland Is ln a state 
of ferment, when agrarian disorders 
are coming to a head and when the 
go v ernment is attempting mo bilizatio n 
inv o lv ing ab out 200,000 men may easi­ 
ly precipitate a crisis, and the
